The indices of the Criminal Intelligence Section were 
searched with negative results regarding SUBJECT. 
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SUBJECT was interviewed by the undersigned officer, 
and SUBJECT stated that he, his wife MARGARET SAVAGE, NOLAN 
BURTON, ESTELLE BURTON, and HAROLD HODGES were celebrating 
a birthday at the SILVER SPUR, 1717 S. EHVAY STREET, on 
April 2, 1955. SUBJECT stated that his wife, MARGARET, 
accidently dropped a glass, and broke it. SUBJECT further 
stated that at this time JACK RUBYcame to their table, and 
began cursing them. SUBJECT stated that he and the others 
stood up, and JACK RUBY drew a pistol and pointed it at them. 
SUBJECT stated that they then started toward the front of the 
club. SUBJECT further stated that ESTELLE BURTON had gotten 
behind RUBY, and hit him (RUBY) over the head with a large 
whiskey bottle, cutting his head. SUBJECT stated that at this 
time the police arrived and placed RUBY in an ambulance. 
SUBJECT stated that the police told them to leave, and next 
time go to a better place to have a party. 

SUBJECT stated that this was his only contact with JACK 
RUBY. SUBJECT further stated that he had newer seen LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD, and therefore had never seen RUBY and OSWALD 
together.
